As you are going over the draft, we would also 
appreciate your bearing in mind the following particular 
points: 
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1. Can the 'Volatile flavorants" be 
further described in a generic manner? 

2. Can 'Volatile" be defined in the 
specification by an absolute standard of vapor pressure 
at a given temperature? 

3. Can "flavorants" or "odorants" be 
further descriptively defined? 


4. Although we appreciate that the amount of 
ammonia employed is dependent upon whether a whole or only 
a part of the cellulosic substrate is to be impregnated 
and additionally that this amount is in part defined in C 

terms of the intended amount of flavorant to be incorpor- O 

ated by a liquid ammonia isolation at a given concentration, P 

is there a directly applicable parameter appropriate for Y 

the amount of ammonia to be contacted with the substrate? 


. Can the so-solvents, such as methanol, 
used to facilitate solubilisation of a flavorant in liquid 
ancioaia be further defined in a generic scope and do you 
have additional examples of such co-solvents? 

6. Can you provide an actual example in which 
a tobacco or tobacco substitute is processed in accordance 
with this invention to produce a smoking material other than 
the 'wrapper?
